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Theatres Limit Ticket Agencies to 22; 
Give Right to Return Unsold Seat Coupons 


A new plan to eliminate theatre ticket 
speculation, put forward by executives 


of the McBride and Tyson ticket agen- 
cies, was approved yesterday by a com- 
mittee of the Producing Managers’ As- 
sociation, and will in all probability be 
adopted by the association as a whole 
at the next general meeting. 

According to the new arrangement 


there will be individual contracts be- 
tween every theatre and every ticket 
broker, and these contracts will bind the 
broker to confine himself to a premium 
of 50 cents a ticket. Outright ‘ buys ’’ 
for certain shows, extending over a 
period of weeks, will be entirely elimi- 
nated, and tickets will be allotted to 
each agency in proportion to the num- 
ber that they show themselves able to 
sell. They will, however, be returnable— 
which is not the case where a “ buy” 
exists, It is the loss on these forced 
‘‘buys,"’ according to many ticket men, 
that compels them to charge large prices 
for the real successes. 

Under the new plan ‘there will be 
twenty-two authorized ket agencies, 
comprising all those which are now 
well-known to the trade, These 
cies will be caref policed, and they 
will not be permitted to favor one

The lapse of more than a year between 
an election and the convening of the 
new Congress, the committee asserts, is 
unfairto the citizenship at large, as 
well as to those who are “‘ elected to 
carry out their will.’’ Answering the 
argument that this long delay may be 
solved by the President calling the Con- 
greas into extraordinary session, the re- 
port suggests that, the wishes of the 
country having been expressed at an 
election, the people should not be de- 
pendent for their carrying out upon the 
will of the President alone. 

“The necessary constitutional change 
to fix the beginning of the terms of the 
President and Vice President and of 
members of Congress and to place such 
time soon after the general election,’’ 
the report adds, ‘‘is only a step in 
placing. the people more directly in 
charge of their Government.

makes it impossible for the people to 
enjoy the freedom and rights that ought 
to come to the citizenship of a free de- 
mocracy.”’ 

It is submitted that no one will now 
deny that the election of Senators by 
the people, instead of by State Legisla- 
tures, the original way, has proven to 
be beneficial and helpful. The report 
remarks that ‘‘the same reasons that 
{mpel the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment for the direct election. of 
Senators 
the President and Vice President should 
also be elected by a direct vote of the 
people. 

‘* While the system is unnecessary, 
cumbersome and confusing, and has no 
merit whatever that can be mentioned 
in its favor,’’ the document continues, 
“{t has an eyil and disastrous effect. 
end, as a matter of fact, often indi- 
rectly but certainly, takes away from 
the voter the right to effectively ex- 
press his will.’’ 

If the proposed amendment should be 
adopted, it is pointed out, it would be 
possible for a candidate of one party 
to be elected President and the candl- 
date of another party to be elected 
Vice President. On this the report re- 
marks: 

“It is not often that voters would 
want to take such a course, but, as a 
matter of fundamental justice, we ought 
to be protected by law in taking such a 
course, should we desire to do it. It is 
practically impossible for any person to 
become an independent candidate for the 
office of President. This point is very 
{mportant and bears directly upon the 
fundamental principle of the right of an 
ordinary citizen to be heard and to have 
his influence and his vote count in what- 
ever direction he desires to use it. He is 
compelled from the very nature of things 
to vote for the candidate of some great 
political party, and the powers and in- 


fluences which control the nominations 
in such parties, indirectly but very per-" 
fectly and completely, control the vote 
of the citizen and in reality elect the 
President. The vote has nothing .left 
but a choice between two evils.” 

It is charged that the machinery of a 
great political party is sufficlent to en- 
“able ose who are In control of that 
machinery in turn to control the ac- 
tivities of a national convention. Fre- 

uently the national conventions, it is 

urther alleged, are manipulated and 
controlled. by ‘‘ powerful secret influ- 
ences that Love selfish ends in view 
rather than the benefit of all the 
peer lee If the candidates were elected 

y direct vote it would then be easy, 
the report says, to defeat a candidate 
whose nomination was ‘’ manipulated,”’ 
by rallying behind the standard of an 
independent candidate.

| by preventing (a) economic reconstruc-

ROME, Dec. 5.—Leonid Krassin, the 
Boviet Minister of Trade, has been in, 
Italy for some time, displaying great 
activity in negotiations for a commercial 
treaty between Italy and Russia. With 
this object in view, he has already had 
important conversations with several 
leading Italians, including Premier 
Mussolini. 

Krassin found Mussolini very willing | 
to come to some understanding, it being | 
part of the Premier’s policy, as ex-| 
plained to the Chamber at its open- 
ing session recently, to arrive at a 
rapprochement with Russia. 

This is not the first attempt at an 
Jtalo-Russian commercial treaty. After 
the Genoa Conference M. Tchitcherin re- 
mained several days in Genoa discussing 
® proposed commercial treaty with Sen- 
ator Schanzer, and an agreement was 
reached, but the Soviet refused to ratify 
the treaty as drafted, with the result 
that {it never went into force. Now, 
however, from all indications it appears 
that the negotiations with Mussolini are 
bout to bear fruit. 


Russtans Offer Concessions. 

The Russians offer the Italians impor- 
tant concessions in South Russia, includ- 
{ng oil in the Caucasus, coal in the 
Donetz basin, farming lands in Ukrainia 
end certain mines of lesser importance. 
fhe Italians, on their part, it is pro- 
posed, shall bind themselves to send 
fully equipped workmen to exploit these 
riches on a profit-sharing basis with 
Russia, contributing energy and money 
to the rebuilding of Russia. 

Two main points have so far been de- 
cided. They are: 

First, that Italy will send Russia a 
Giplomatic representative, even if he is 
to have the character of a commercial 
and economic representative. 

Second, that a mixed committee will 
be formed of judicial, commercial and 
economic experts to examine in a 
friendly spirit the various problems of 
common interest.

In spite of the withdrawal of William 
©. Thompson as financial adviser of the 
Russian-American Industrial Corpora- 
tion, due to his distrust of the Soviet 
Government, Sidney Hiliman, President 
of the corporation, announced yesterday | 
that he still had faith in the integrity 
of the Russian authorities and that he 
intended to continue the plan to estab- | 
lish clothing manufaciuries in that | 
country. | 

Mr. Hillman, who is also General | 
President of the Amalgamaied Clothing} 
Workers of America, has just returned} 
from Russia, where he compieted nego- | 
tiations with the Soviet auchorities for) 
the clothing enterprise. He declared | 
that there was no foundation for the} 
statements by Mr. Thompson that the | 
money of the investors in the corpora- 
tion was not secured and would be| 
“merely handing over to the Govern" 


ment a large sum of money for its own 
purposes.”’ 


Outlines Soviet Contract. 


** Before referring to any of Mr. 
Thompson’s statements in detail,” sald | 
Mr. Hillman, ‘‘we must make plain| 
what contracts and assurances we have} 
from the Soviet Government. 

““‘We are investing immediately $200,000 H 
in the syndicate which heads the na- 


tional clothing and textile industry, does | 
its buying and selling, and one of whose | 
chief functions is the furnishing of work- 
ing capital. We are prepared to invest | 
the rest of the $1,000,000 as the oppor- | 
tunity arises. We shall share in the} 
profits of this industry in proportion to | 
our investment. Whether or not the! 
profits are sufficient, however, we are | 
guaranteed, through a contract with the! 
Supreme Council of Public Economy, a} 
minimum dividend of 8 per cent., payable | 
annually, 

‘‘ This contract is underwritten by the, 
supreme authority of the Sovict Govern- | 
ment, the Council of Labor and Defense. | 
Funds to meet dividend payments, if} 
they do not come from profits of the} 
textile and clothing industry, are there- | 
fore to be paid out of other funds con- | 
trolled by the Supreme Council of Public 
Economy, and if such funds are not 
sufficient, they are to be paid out of the | 
National Treasury of Russia. 

‘* According to the decree of the Coun- | 
cil of Labor and Defense, we may with- 
draw our investments at the end of three 
years, or the investment may be paid 
back at any time after the three-year 
period on the initiative of the Russian | 
Government itself. All payments to us, | 
whether of dividends or of principal, are 
to be made in dollars, at such points as | 
we specify. All such payments are also} 
specifically exempted from taxation. 

“The security of the American in-| 
vestors in the corporation therefore rests 
upon the pledged and contracted faith | 
of the Soviet Government. No Govern- 
ment could do more. 


Takes Issue With Thompsen. 


‘Mr. Thompson makes the point that 
we are not at present sharing in the 
management of the Russian factories 
themselves, and that our partnership in 
the syndicate puts us in the position of | 
minority stockholders. In answer to this | 
it must be said that management of the 
factories was offered to us in Mr. 
Thompson's hearing, and was refused for 
the present because we are not yet 
ready to determine to what extent we 
are ready and able to participate in the 
management. It was thought that for a 
while we should be safer not to share 
in this special responsibility at such a 
distance. We can, however, alter our 
decision in the future, if we wish to 





do s0. 

“Mr. Thompson, speaking according 
to his experience and his lights, had a 
right to come to the conclusion which 
he has indicated. We are not offering | 
stock in the Russian-American In-| 
dystrial Corporation to those whose! 
=r interest is in obtaining the! 
argest possible security in an invest-| 
ment for purely money-making purposes. | 
We are offering it to those who are in-| 
terested in Russian industrial recon-' 
struction and wish to help. We know of: 
no more practical way to help Russian | 
industries, because its chief need at 
present is working capital. We believe j 
firmly that investors in our corporation | 
will be protected by the stability andj 
good faith of the Soviet Government.” |

weeks ago, he said, he had gone down 
to the hospital, at Second Avenue and 
Nineteenth Street, to give diplomas to 
the Isulkley Nurses Training School, 
connected with the institution. 

On the Staff Since 1852. 

““T have been on the staff of the hos-} 
pital ever since I helped to create it in | 
1882," he said. ‘' I was the only phy-| 
sician on the staff at that time and | 
appointed the others. After the hos-} 
pital had grown I took charge of the} 
skin diseascs and the» cancer section | 
was in charge of cthers, who were for | 
the most part surgeons. Although my | 
work was derroatology. I became inter- | 
ested in the treatment of cancer by 
medicine. When | wrote my first book | 
on cancer in 1915 IT sent copies of it to 
members of the Board of Governors. 

‘* Members of the board later asked me 
why the treatment that ! deseribed in} 
my book was not given at the hospital, 
and it was suggested that 1 medics 
clinic for the treatment of cancer be | 
started. I took charge of this clinic 
and treated from fifty to one hundred

OM fhe medical staff of the hospital, 
which has about ten members, passed 
resolutions about 2 year ago recommend- 
{ng that the medical treatment of cancer 
at the hospital be stopped. The recom- 
mendation was acted upon at.a govern- 
os’ Meeting ut whica 1 was present and, 
as 1 had urged that the recommenda- 
sion? of the medical staff be adopted in 
medical and surgical matters, the clinic 
was discontinued. ‘hat ended my active 
work at the hospital.” 

Dr. Bulkley said that he had treated 
more than 100,000 cancer cases by medi- 
cine. He contends that more good is 
accomplished by careful dietetic, 
hygienic and medicinal measures than 
by surgery, X-rays and medicine.

Deputy Attorney General Wilbur A. 
Mott in Trenton yesterday, Attorney 
General Thomas F. McCran of New Jer- 
Bey announced that Mr. Mott would 
continue in charge of the investigation 
of the Hall-Mills murder case at New 

runswick. Mr. Mott went to Trenton 
‘vith his law partner, David Bernheim. 
@hey reached the State Capitol at 11 
o'clock. When Mr. Mott went into the 
fonference his law partner informed re- 
porters that Mr. Mott, who failed to get 
Indictments after calling sixty-seven wit- 
nesses before the Grand Jury in Somer- 
Ville last week, probably would with- 
draw from the case. This prediction 
Proved inaccurate. When the confer- 


ence concluded Attorney General Mce- 
Cran made this statement: 

“The status of Mr. Mott remains the 
fame. He is to continue in charge of 
the investigation and we are confident 
that the case will be solved eventually. 
As a Special Deputy. Attorney General, 
he. will retain his staff of investigators 
intact.”’ . 

Mr. McCran refused to express an 
opinion regarding the progress of the 
case. Mr. Mott had nothing to say. 
Mr. Mott has neither said nor done 
anything in the case, as fat as known, 
since the day the Grand Jury refused 

| 


to return indictments. After he heard 
the Grand Jury’s decision that day, Mr. 
Mott informed reporters that he was in 
a@ state of ‘‘ suspended animation.”’ 


Beekman Will Co-operate. 


Prosecutor Azarlah M. Beekman of 
Somerset County, who has been work- 
ing under Mr. Mott since the State 
superseded the county! authorities, made 


the following comment when informed 
that Mr. Mott would stay in the case: 

“That’s good. I’m glad he is going! 
to stay and I will co-operate with him | 
fn every way.’’ Prosecutor Joseph E. 
Stricker of Middlesex County also said 
he was glad the Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral would remain on the job. Although 
the crime was committed in Somerset 
County, Mr. Stricker and his detectives 
have co-operated in the inquiry because 
the victims were residents of New 
Brunswick. 

The Somerset County Grand Jury will 
meet again in Somerville next Tuesday,.

Senator Edge for Punishment. 


James Mills, husband of the murdered 
woman, yesterday received a reply from 
Senator Walter BE. Edge of New Jersey, 
to whom he had written in Washington 
asking for help in purshing the investi- 
gation after the Grand Jury had failed 
to indict. 

“To permit a crime of this sort to 
go unpunished,’ Senator Edge wrote, 
‘is altogether unthinkable and a blot 
on the ne reputation of New Jersey 
for law, order and justice. I have in- 

uired of the Federal Department of 
ustice as to any possible jurisdiction 
they could have in the matter. They 
advise me that the law will not permit} 
them to enter the case. Of course, un- | 
der our criminal law, parties cannot be 
tried unless an indictment is found by a 
jury of their peers. 

‘*I feel positive that the State prose- 
euting authorities, with whom rests full 
responsibility, will never cease their de- 
termined efforts to bring evidence before 
a Grand Jury which will warrant in- 
dictments and trial. If there was a 
possible way to assist in the matter, I 
would gladly do so, but there is noth- 
{ng more so far as my position is con- 
cerned that I can suggest but to join 
with you and all other law-abiding citi- 
gens in the hope that no possible effort 
will be spared to bring the parties to 
trial.’’ 

Mrs. Henry Stevens, sister-in-law of 
Mrs. Hall, the murdered rector’s widow, 
gaid in Lavallette, N. J., yesterdey that 
she hoped the mystery would be solved. 

‘‘ We certainly do not want to see the 
‘Investication dropped,’’ said Mrs. Ste- 
vens, ‘‘ and we want to see the murder- 
ers brought to justice, but it rather 
looks as though, instead of conducting 
an investigation into the crime, as they 
should, the authorities have simply been 
looking for a scapegoat. It seems to me 
that the officials merely wanted to fas- 
ten the crime upon somebody, anybody, 
and they have been bending all the evi- 
dence toward building up a case against 
the first people who came along.”’

MAY BE BARRED HERE 


; | Each to Be Denied State Boxing 
| Privileges if Charges Are True, 
Says Muldoon.

under the jurisdiction of the State Ath- 
letic Commission here if the charges of 
aweged in the recent Carpen- 
tfer-Siki bout are sustained. Chairman 
William Muldoon of the ‘commission 
made this statement yesterday ‘in dis- 
cussin the cabled dispatches of the 
campaign in behalf of Siki, who now fs 
under a suspension of nine months by 
the French Boxing Federation. 

The fact that the purties entered into 

a conspiracy, if such is proved, will 
make all four equally culpable, Muldoon 

said. He added that if there is truth in 

the allegations contained in Siki’s ac- 
count of. the conditions surroundins the 

Senegalese boxer’s bout against Carpen- 
tier, there is no. room for either Carpen- 
tier or Siki, or the respective managers 
of the two boxers, in New York boxing 
circles. 
| Siki now is under suspension here. The 
i enforced idleness of nine months which 
{was imposed on the Senegalese boxer as 
| punishment by the French federation 
automatically made Siki ineligible here 
for a like period under an agreement 
which the Empire State board has with 
its contemporary European body. If, in 
| his campaign for reinstatement and ‘the 
restoration of his I'rench heavyweight 
title, Siki confesses and proves his alle- 
gations that the Carpentier bout was a 
“ frame-up,’’ Siki will be permanently 
barred here, and Carpentier will suffer 
similar punishment, Muldoon said. 

‘It is, of course, impossible for us 
j}over here to jud the conditions in 
France or to pass Judgment on the situ- 
ation in which Siki and Carpentier find 
themselves,’’ said Chairman Muldoon. 
‘* We must rely on the cabled reports of 
activities over there for our information. 
The dispatches which have been pub- 
lished in the newspapers here, however, 
indicate that Sik! and Carpentier entered 
into a conspiracy to deceive the public 
and impose a fraudulent bout on those 
who support boxing abroad. 

‘‘ Siki, in the dispatches, {fs credited 
with having confessed his part in the 
affair. He convicts himself, therefore, 
of being a man who would engage ina 
collusive contest. Siki involves Carpen- 
tier as the man who engineered the al- 
leged ‘frame-up.’ If this is true, and 
the allegations are proved, then all four 
of the parties concerned, Stki and his 
manager and Carpentier and his man- 
ager, are equally guilty, and will be 
permanently barred here, the four of 
them. 

Chairman Muldoon pointed to reforms 
and improvements which have been car- 
ried on by the State Athletic Commis- 
sion. He disclosed a plan whereby 
boxers are compelled to conduct them- 
selves above reproach in and out of the 
ring or have their licenses revoked, 
on the ground that their actions are 
detrimental to boxing and a menace to 
the sport. 

Another reform under which the 
commission has_ strived to eradicate 
some of the evils of the past is the 
institution of what Muldoon termed his 
‘* bad boy Hst.’’ The list is kept as a 
corrective and precautionary influence 
for boxers who suddenly come into 
prominence and then become careless of 
their training work and physical con-

COL. HUSTON THINKS 
FIGHT IS CHILDISH 


Says Judge Landis and Ban 
Johnson Should Get Together 
on Baseball Meetings. 


The quarrel between Ban Johnson and 
Judge Landis over the date and place 
of the annual baseball meetings is child- 
ish in the extreme, in the calm gnd rea- 


soned judgment of Colonel Tillinghast 
Huston of the Yankees. The local mag- 
nate refused to specify which party to 
the dispute was guilty of the infantile 
behavior, but he was none the less em- 
Phatic in his opinions anent the latest 
unpleasantness in the ranks of organized 
baseball. 

“When two men holding the import- 
ant positions of Mr. Johnson and Judge 
Landis have a question to settle, it 
seems to me that they might get 
together and talk it over,’’ said the 
Colonel. ‘‘ Their offices in Chicngo are 
only a few blocks apart. Why doesn’t 
one walk around the corner, call on the 
other and get these things settled? This 
business of waiting for the other fellow 
to do something and then blocking him 
doesn’t look to me like good common 
sense or good business.’’ 

With this opinion off his chest, the 
Yankee magnate stated that he would 
not attend the American League meet- 
ing in Chicago on Dec. 14—not because 
he objects to Johnson’s sudden action 
in switching the place, but because per- 
sonal matters will keep him in this city. 
Colonel Jacob Ruppert will represent the 
Yanks at the conference, with the assist- 
ance of Business Manager Ed Barrow. 

‘““If you’re in this city then, you cnn 
go to Judge Landis’s joint meeting on 
the l4th,’’ it was suggested to Colonel 
Huston, 

‘“*Not on your life,’’ he _ retorted. 
‘What would I do there alone against 
eight National Leaguers? I don’t want 
to be a hopeless minority all by myself. 
It looks like a physical impossibility for 
the American League owners to get back 
from Chicago for Landis’s meeting. 
Their own conference won't start until 
noon Wednesday, and the Twentieth 
Century leaves at 12:40 P. M.” 

If no American Leaguers are pres- 
ent at the Landis meeting, it will be a 
joint conference only between the Judge 
and the National League magnates. 
They could tpake no action by them- 
selves. For that reason baseball men 
believed yesterday that the meeting was 
doomed when Landis declared in Louis- 
ville that he would stick to his original 
plans, Johnson or no Johnson. 

Landis, however, may take the occa- 
sion while in this city to begin a shar 
fight against the American League head 
basing it on the failure of the joint 
meeting. If there is going to be a base- 
ball war, as the signs point to now, it 
may begin at that time, involving 
Landis fAiNnd the National League on one 
side and Johnson and the American 
League on the other. There are plenty 
of war clouds on the horizon and no 
lack of warriors, and the battle may 
settle down to a personal one between 
the Commissioner of Baseball and the 
only man who has appeared thus far to 
dispute his supremacy.

This sum, of course, is due not to 
any activity of the Budget Director, 
but to the policy of steadily reducing 
the principal amount of the public 
debt.

HELPING THE FARMERS. 


Secretary WALLACE on solid 
ground when he says in his annual re- 
port that the farmers are receiving too 
little of other things in exchange for 
what they produce. He is right, too, 


when he declares that this is because 
of “ disproportionate relationship of 
prices.’* Having put cause and effect 
together, it might be thought that the 
remedy -suggested itself—that is, re- 
duction of prices for what !s less 
needed than farm products and in- 
crease of demand for what the farmer. 
can produce. There is a “ super- 
abundance of food’’ if the United 
States alone jis thought of, but not on 
a world view. Millions are starving, 
while our superabundance is left on 
our hands. Foreigners would take 
700,000,000 bushels of wheat alone if 
they had the needed purchasing power. 
For lack of that there is no magic 
remedy. No amount or kind of credit 
to farmers will enrich the idle and 
starving so as to enable them to buy 
food. Political cure for such economic 
disability there is none. Yet farmers 
have been acting as if there were. 

It does not follow that the case of 
the farmers is hopeless. A doctrine 
of good cheer and the Golden Rute is 
better for the farmers than attempts 
by political action to involve others in

for the farmers. But the farmers are 
planning combines against some of 
their best friends. Farmers work long 
hours for scant returns, but they are 
striking hands with industrial workers 
who receive high wages for shcert 
hours, thus making the goods which 
the farmers buy dear in exchange for 
cheap food. The farmers could not 
get their produce to market at all 
without the help of the railways, but 
are set on making the railways work 
for less than they should receive, al- 
though the railways are in financial 
perplexities equal to those of the farm- 
ers.

The grand conference on the lim- 
itation of armament in Eastern Europe 
opened in Moscow on Saturday, and

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


its Probable Course in the Event of 
the Death of a President-Elect. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Does not your correspondent, Mr. John 
Watson, see a non-existent problem in 
the event of a President-elect dying be- 
fore the meeting of the Electoral Col- 
lege? What else would the college have 


| to do—what else could it do, with the 


merely acquiescent character it now pos- 
sesses—than formally to confirm the re- 
sult at the polls, regardless of the death 
of the President-elect? Then, upon the 
arrival of March 4, would not the Vice 
Fresident automatically become, under 
the Constitution, President?: At the 
same time, would there not immediately 
become operative all the provisions now 
existing in statutory law for succession 
to the Presidency in case of the death 
of a President who had himself suc- 
ceeded to the office from the Vice 
Presidency ? . 

In the very remote contingency men- 
tioned by Mr. Watson, that both Presi- 
dent-elect and Vice President-elect. 
should die in the interval between the 
election and the assembling of the col- 
lege, it is unlikely that the electors 
would assume the responsibility either 
of designating for the offices men (or 
women) who had not been duly nomi- 
nated and voted for or of declaring 
elected the two candidates having the 
next highest vote of thé people, those 
candidates not having been actually 
chosen by the people and being, more- 
over, representative of a party opposed 
to the party which had been successful 
at the polls and opposed, in addition, 


|to the political faith of a majority of 


the electors themselves, 

The occurrence of the very remote con- 
tingency would, of course, constitute 
for the college a quandary of the first 
order. The probable solution would He 
in an appeal by the electors for con- 
gressional action, which, once for all, 
would settle procedure in such a case. 
It does not seem at all necessary and 
inevitable that the college should feel, 
or be, as Mr. Watson thinks it would, 
“obliged to exercise the independent 
judgment that the framers of the Con- 
stitution intended them to exercise.’’ 
Having since almost the beginning of 
the Government ignored and foregone 
exercise of the independent judgment 
intended by the framers, the college 
would scarcely presume to resume & 
power which had virtually lapsed 
through non-exercise, and not only with 
the tacit consent of the people but even, 
it may be said, by their tacit will. 
Surely, in the face of its extended past 
as a popularly certified ‘ rubber 
stamp,”’ the college would not venture 
to revive a vital function so immense 
as the independent election of the two 
highest officers of the Government. One 
cannot imagine the electors asserting 


} such initiative, even with the Constitu- 


tion to back them. They certainly 
would first seek a new sanction from 
law-making body which directly 
represents the people. 

Such a misfortune in our history as 
realization of the ‘‘ remote contingency ”’ 
—so possible for all its improbability— 
would, of course, agitate the country 
from centre to circumference, and 
might well precipitate one of the most 
perilous crises in the life of the nation. 


| The bare possibility of it is an excellent 


argument for direct popular election of 
President and Vice President and rele- 
gation of the Electoral College to its 
proper place, the junk heap. 

It seems hardly worth while to follow 
Mr. Véatson into his drastic proposals 
for the complete reconstitution of our 
Government, but it ought to be re- 
marked that he is entirely in error in 
holding that the American President, not 
content with being Chief Executive, has 
established and usurped the extra- 
constitutional position of Premier. If 
Mr. Watson leaves Us as we are, no 
President can be Premier, for the 
simple reason that the essence of a 
premiership in a constitutional Govern- 
ment is that the incumbent falls from 
office as soon as he fails to command a 
majority in the Legislature.

The launching of the great steel and 
Concrete caisson that igs to be a perma- 
nent part of the vehicular tunnel under 
the Hudson River took place at 8:80 
yesterday morning at the Staten Island 
Shipbuilding yard at Mariners’ Harbor, 
8. I. Workmen knocked away the blocks 
that held it on greased ways, and it slid 


into the water and floated as buoyantly 
as a new ship. 

The only ceremony was the breaking 
of a bottle of champagne over the bulk 
by Miss Anne H. Holland, the twelve- 
year-old daughter of Clifford M. Hol- 
land, chief engineer in charge of con- 


struction, George Flinn, President of 


Booth & Flinn, Ltd., the contractors, 
furnished the wine, and William J. 
Davidson, President of the shipbuilding 
company, supplied bouquet of 
Equipped with the wine and the roses, 
Miss Holland cHimbed a little platform 
and broke the bottle against the side of 
the caisson with the words: ‘‘I name 
thee New York River Caisson,’’ Then 
Miss Holland bowed to the applause and 
rejoined her father. 

When the caisson struck the water it 
eareened a trifle, and all of the en 
gineers present held their breath tiN it 
Pp eettled to a depth of sixteen feet and 
then slowly righted. A tug fussed up 
@nd towed it to a near-by dry dock, 
where many more tons of concrete will 
be poured into it, and after a few fin- 
ishing touches are applied it will be 
towed to the foot of Canal Street and 
eunk at the pierHead line. The caisson 


is the biggest ever constructed. It is 93

Mr. McLean was born in Scotland and 
when a boy worked his passage to the 
United States on a bark, landing in 
New York during the Civil War.

Fewer Births, More Deaths, 
In 1922 Indicated by Reports 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (Associated 
Press).—A declining birth rate and 
an increasing death rate for 1922, as 
compared with 1921, were forecast to- 
day by the Census Bureau, which 
based its calculation on records for 
the first six months of the year for 
the registration area of the country, 
comprising about 82 per cent. of the 
total population of the United States. 

The birth rate for the first six 
months of this year was 22.7 per 1,000 
population, while for the same period 
of 1921 the rate was 24.8, and for the 
whole of last year 24.3. 

The death rate for the six months 
ended June 30 this year was 12.6 per 
1,000 population, while for the same 
period of 1921 the rate was 12, and 
for the whole of last year 11.6. Maine 
had the highest mortality rate for the 
half year, being 15.7, with New 
Hampshire second with a rate of 15.5. 
zidaho had the lowest rate with 8.2.

He told me that he would keep 
no power and would retire to private 
life as soon as peace returned. 

‘““Kemal was absolutely loved: by the 
Turks. Next to him possibly the Ameri- 
can Consul was the most popular man 
there. Imbry was so popular that he 
could at a moment's notice command 
any of the six automobiles in Anatolia 
-—four Fords and two Studebakers. 

“‘Kemal is a very simple man and 
extremely humorous. Once, when we 
were sitting in a balcony, I saw a man 
currying a horse and said, ‘I would 
hate to be a horse in Turkey and be 
groomed like that.’ That struck him 
as extraordinarily funny. He was con- 
stantly laughing at things no funnier

This action was taken despite the con- 
tinued pleading of a spokesman engaged 
by Mme. Gadski’s management to plead 
before the council that action be dé- 
ferred until this mornor. The operatic 
star left Fresno immediately after her 
appearance there last night in the hope 
of meeting a committee of the council 
for the purpose of answering the accu- 
sations against her. 

After three hours of debate the coun- 
cell, after hearing charges that Mme. 
Gedski permitted the singing of a song 
extolling the sinking of the Lusitania 
at a party in her honor the night of the 
catastrophe; that she publicly voiced 


; the wish that she could slow up all 


American munition plants, and that her 
husband, Captain auscher, was con- 
nected with an attempt to blow up the 
Welland Canal—all of which charges 
the singer’s spokesman says she denies— 
the council decided to send word at the 
appointed time this morning informing 
her of its opposition.

Auto Robbers Flee With Loot 
After Knocking Down Cashier 
and Police Escort. 


A policeman and a cashier were 
knocked down and robbed of $8,770 in 
cash and $4,899 in checks in a hold-up 
in front of the office of the Public 
Service Corporation of New Jersey at 
Fifth Street and Bergenline Avenue, 
West New York, yesterday morning.

Weakness in Stocks, With Ir- 
regularity—Bonds Move Vari- 
ably—Exchange Higher. 


Aside from the continuing tise of 
European exchange, the interest in yes- 
terday’s financial markets converged 
on the firmness of United States Gov- 
ernment bonds and the tendency to 
weakness The Stock Ex- 
change movement was not Impressive; it 
pivoted largely on selling orders in the 
railway shares, 


in stocics. 


whose _ professional 
origin was quite unmistakable and the 
reasons assigned for which were in the 
nature of “happy thought” explana- 
tions. As a matter of fact, the day's 
market seemed to be drifting again into 
the edifying condition of a week or s0 
ag0, when the manoeuvres of two oppos- 
ing groups of professional speculators 
to trip each other up were really the 
whole story of the day’s fluctuations. 

For yesterday’s irregularity in the in- 
vestment bond market, there was prece- 
dent enough fn the usual early Decem- 
| ber movement. Seemingly uncertain 
drift of prices, fractional advance of 
| some securities while others are declin- 
jing fractionally, may usually be looked 
| ton at just this time. A year ago the 
jmarket moved in precisely the same 
| way until the last week of the month, 
| when prices advanced rather vigorously; 
' doubtless in anticipation of the “ Janu- 
| ary reinvestments.’’ Liberty bonds have 
j usually acted with the rest of the bond 
;}market; their distinct recovery has in 
fact begun this December earlier than 
it began a year ago. 

In yesterday’s market, foreign bonds 
were again hesitant and the French 
bonds fractionally lower. This was 
ascribed in Wall Street to the fact that 
the investing public, as it is commonly 
expressed, “‘can no longer be made to 
take an interest” in European loans; 
that it ts too pessimistic over the Bu- 
ropean political situation. The explana- 
tion is plausible, and so it was a year 
ego this week ; when, as now, Wall Street 
had just emerged from an excited dis- 
;cussion of the impending political and 
financial ruin of Europe. 

Yet, somehow or other, that did not 
prevent an advance of 10 per cent. or 
| thereabouts in the price of active Eu- 
|ropean bonds during the fifst three 
|} months of 1921. Perhaps the experience 
| will not be repeated in 1923; but if so, 
the reason will not be the attitude of 
|the Wall Street public during the first 
week of the present December. The 
average investor does not buy bonds on 
|the principle which he applies to pur- 
|chase of shoes or clothing. If the 
| French bonds were presently to sell 10 
| points above existing prices, we should 
see a remarkable change in the popular 
attitude toward European Government 
bonds as a field of desirable investment. 

Sterling went yesterday a full cent 
| above its highest rate of the day before, 
| couching $4.55 and closing only a small 
{fraction under that figure. Exchange on 
{Sweden and Holland also rose to the 
{ highest of the present year to date and 
}the highest since the Spring of 1919. 
| While the ‘rate on Stockholm stood at a 
| slightly increased premium ‘over par of 
| exchange, the rate on Amsterdam got 
| within 1 per cent. of par and the course 
| of sterling was reflected in a fall of the 
London premium on gold in British 
paper to 6 per cent., the low-record 
| figure since the gold market was re- 
}opened in 1919. Last January the 
| premium was 154%. 
| French exchange was again lower, iIn- 
| creasing the belief that, for whatever 
capital has been shifted from 
Paris to London, either directly or via 
| New York. The pound sterling has risen 
on the Paris market within a fortnight 
from 61% francs to 65%. In the pre- 
ceding fortnight, however, it had fallen 
from 725 to 6144; which makes it some- 
what difficult to discover consistent 
tendencies in the situation. Perhaps the 
most puzzling aspect of the recent rapid 
|}advance in most of the other foreign 
exchanges is the market’s apparently 
complete indifference the Fordney 
Tariff act, which has now been eleven 
weeks in operation.

Power Company Declines $2,577,655 
Proposal by St. John City. 


ST. JOHN, N. B., Dec. 5"—The New 
Brunswick Power Company, controlling 
the electric light and power, street car 
and gas services here, has rejected the 
municipal offer of $2,577,655 for its 
plant and equipment, Mayor Fisher an- 
nounced today. This figure was set by 
the Supreme Court as the value of the 
company’s property in 1920. 


The power company offered four 
alternative propositions: To sell the 
property to the city on a basis to be de- 


termined by arbitration; to arbitrate the 
rates to be charged; to elect two mem- 
bers of the Board.of Directors of the 
company On appointment by the city; or 
to sell the electric light and power de- 
partment to the city, retaining the street 
railway and gas departments.

Steck Market’s Irregular Decline. 


Notwithstanding numerous favorable 
developments in the way of dividend an- 
nouncements, the movement of prices on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday was de- 
‘cldedly irregular and the trend generally 
lower. Losses of a point or more were 
numerous, though in the general run of 
stocks declines were again confined to 
fractions. ‘There were exceptions to this 
trend, however, as in the case of Stude- 
baker, which on further active dealings 
advanced 2% points as a result of the 
official announcement of the declaration 
of a 2 per cent. stock dividend with 
intimations that the present 10 per cent.

Anomalies of the Exchange Market.

Heaviness Develops in Rates 
on Rome and Paris.

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The outstanding feature In the foreign 
exchange market yesterday was a fur- 


ther advance in exchange on London, the | 


high point for the day being $4.55, with 
the close at $4.54%. At this level there 
was a gain of a full cent as compared 
with the close on Monday. The upturn, 
so far as could be judged, was influ- 
enced to a large extent by operations In 
this market. For nearly two weeks 
sterling has been showing pronounced 
strength, and it is held by some that 
predictions of sterling at or near parity 
before the end of the year might. have 
been realized had it not been forthe 
interest payments of $100,000,000 made 
this Fall on the British debt to the 
United States. The real influences back 
of the present robust upturn are not 
easily decipherable. Many plausible the- 
ories have been put forth, not the least 
of them having to do with the British 
foreign trade situation. 

While on Monday the rise in sterling 
imparted a firm tone to the more impor- 
tant rates, there was irregularity yes- 
terday. Weakness again developed in 
French francs, which throughout the 
day ruled slightly under the previous 
close. There was also a softening of the 
rate on Rome, influénced to some extent 
by the offering of grain bills. The vol- 


ume of dealings in Italian exchange was | 


rather heavier than on recent days. At 
the close yesterday lire were quoted at 
4.89%, as against 5.01344 on Monday. 

The rate on Amsterdam = showed 
strength and there was firmness in the 
Berlin rate. In the case of Stockholm 
there was a slight increase of the pre- 
mium, with a moderate reaction to 26.98 
at the olose, in comparison with a high 
of 27.01. Belgian francs were weak, de- 
clining to 6.41, as compared with the 
close of 6.50% on Monday. The Far 
Eastern rates were fractionally higher, 
a reflection of the firming up in the 
price of silver. 

In the subjoined table the quotation on 
sterling represents dollars and decimals 
of a dollar; all others represent cents 
and decimals of a cent. Quotations pre- 
ceded by the decimal mark indicate a 
price measured in fractions of a cent.
